The sad imtelligence of the desth of the most
hopored of American suthors was snnounced in
this city on Tuesday morning, consequently. too
lnte to give us an opportunity to make even s briet
notice of our sorrowful regret.

Our friend, in great enthusinsm exclauned, “Wash-
ington Irving! ke on board ; why. point him out 1o
me ; there is no man living whom I would more like
to see.”
At this demonstration, the Captain looked guite
surprised, and remarked, “Why, sir, you just left
Washington Irving's coumpany, and from the number
of times | have seen you in fumilisr conversation
with kim on this boat, I supposed you were one of
his most intiante friends.”
The astonishment of our friend may be faintly
imagined when he discovered that for more than
halt’ a yenr. twice s week  he had had long conver-
sations with Washington Iyving, a person with whom,
more then any man living, be desired o personal in-
troduction.”-—XN, Y. Spiril of the Times.

Arrested Ohians,
The merchanta, who were arrested and charped
with the expression of sympathy for Browy, in
sugpicjoys proximity to Charlestown, make the fol-
lowing explanation :
Bavrwore, Friday, December 3,

To e Punie : We, the undersigned, having boen
arrested by the military authorities of Virginia, on
Wednesday morning last, while proceediag over the
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, a8 passengers for the
East, were disposed to overlook the annovance which
we were subjected to, in the belief that the officers
being imposed upon had acted ontively from errone-
ous information ; chserving, however, we an: accus
ed of having expressed ourselves antagenistically to
the State regarding its prisoners at Charlestown,
and that this is offered as & reason for our arrest
we deem it due to ousselves thus prblicly to declire
the statement entirely without foundation ; that we
are hot public agitatorsof any sort, but order-loving
busincss-men. pnpsuing ogr own affaits. We wonld
at the ssme time, in view of the nymerous exoiting
reports that ave being published, take occaslun to
declare that we were trvated with eveéry proper
cansideration and kindnéss by the military nad citi-
zena of Martiusburg, where the arrest took place,
and that as soon s our case was made known to the
railrond compary, the President and other officers
pramptly telegraphed the Commanding General and
procured our release ; and, moreover, as further
evidence of our exoneration of the Baltimore nnd
Ohio Bailrond Company of all blame for this unu-
sual proceeding to entire confidence, that no further
farther annoyence to vs will vecur, we pro-
pose 1o return home by that route tanorrow.
